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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

In the first two months of 1972 Alberta farmers! cash receipts showed an increase 
of 17.8% over the same period last year. Total cash receipts for crops were approximately 
equal in both years; a large increase in receipts for wheat in 1972 was offset by decreases in 
receipts for barley and rapeseed. Receipts from livestock and products increased 31.6%; a re- 
flection of the larger number of cattle slaughtered and of firm prices. 

During the first quarter of 1972 the building construction industry maintained the 
pace established in 1971. Preliminary first quarter figures show an increase of 26% in the value 
of building permits issued. The residential category showed the largest increase in value of 
permits issued, followed by the commercial and the institutional and government categories. 

Alberta manufacturers shipments in February 1972 were valued at $161. 4 million; 
the cumulative total for the first two months was 11.8% above the same period last year. Sales 
of packing plants increased 29%; and sales of lumber were up 41% over the January - February 
period. Production figures for butter, cheese, ice cream, carbonated beverages and cemert 
also showed substantial increases. 

Production of crude oil in January 1972 totalled 43.3 million barrels, an increase 
of 19% over January 1971. Natural gas production showed an rece of 8.2% for the month; 
propane and butane production rose 18% and 22% respectively. The value of sulphur sales in 
January 1972 was slightly lower than in January 1971; as in previous months sales in the United 
States remained below year earlier levels; offshore sales were considerably higher for the sec— 
ond consecutive month; Canadian sales were approximately equal to the previous year. 

Retail trade in January 1972 was 10.9% higher than in January 1971. Shipments of 
major consumer durable items such as automobiles, washing machines, clothes dryers and re- 
frigerators showed substantial increases over the January - February period. 

Wholesale trade trends show a 17.7% rise in the first two months of 1972 as com- 
pared to the same period last year. Reported sales of grocery wholesalers increased 15% over 
1971, sales of auto supplies and electrical goods were some 25% higher, 

In March 1972, the Edmonton-Calgary consumer price index stood 0. 1% above its 
February 1972 level and 3.2% higher than a year earlier. The food index decreased 0.4% in the 
latest month while the indices for housing and clothing moved up 0. 2%. 

The provincial unemployment rate decreased from 5.0% in February to 4.9% in 


March. This latter rate compares with the March 1971 rate of 6. 6%.

MEMORANDA 
The number of shopping centres in Alberta increased from 55 in 1968 to 62 in 1969. 
The number of retail stores in shopping centres increased from 678 to 731 over this period and 
retail sales increased by $60 millionto $364 million. Receipts of service trades in Alberta shop- 
ping centres totalled $17 million during 1969. A shopping centre is defined as "a group of five 
or more stores which are planned, developed and designed as a unit. The centre must have a 


minimum of 20,000 sq. ft. of free parking area adjacent to it." 


Milk production in Alberta totalled 1,475 million pounds in 1971. Of this total, 
factory products accounted for 848.3 million pounds, farm butter 17.7 million pounds, farm - 
home consumption 120. 2 million pounds, livestock feed 93.6 million pounds and fluid sales 395 
million pounds. Farm cash receipts from the sale of milk, cream and farm butter amounted 
to $46.9 million in 1971, up from $45.5 million during 1970. 

Total operating revenue of the nine operating cable T. V, stations in Alberta was 
$732,000 during 1970. Operating expenses for the year were $393,000 leaving a net operat ing 
profit of $339,000. There were 11,200 individual subscribers and 214multi-outlet subscribers 
in 1970 compared with 10,179 and 181 respectively in 1969, The average monthly number of 


employees for the stations was 30. 


According to Statistics Canada there were 154 general and allied special hospitals 
in operation in Albertaat year end 1970, 9 mentalhospitals and 2 tuberculosis sanatoria, Public 
general hospitals in the province reported an aggregate rated bed capacity of 10,520; a ratio of 
6.6 per 1,000 population. Percentage occupancy over the year averaged 70. 7%. The rated bed 
capacity of public mental hospitals was 4, 731in 1970, down from 4, 933 the previous year, Per- 
cent age occupancy based on rated bed capacity was 103.1%. Separations from public mental 
hospitals increased from 3,907 in 1969 to 4, 271 during 1970. 

In 1971, Alberta's 1, 200 beekeepers produced 21. 1 million pounds ofhoney or 41.7 
percent of the total Canadian honey crop. The value of honey and wax produced during the year 


amounted to almost $4 million as compared to $3 million in 1970.

Destination of Shipments of Manufactured Products 

The results of a survey covering Canadian manufacturers shipments during 1967 indicate the balance of 
trade between the eastern provinces and the western provinces. In the table following, the ''Western Provinces" group- 
ing includes Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, British Columbia, the Yukon, and the Northwest Territories. The At- 
lantic provinces, Quebec and Ontario comprise the ''Eastern Provinces" grouping. 

The data have been compiled and presented in such a way that the patterns of inter-regional trade be- 
tween Eastern and Western Canada become clearly evident. Due to the confidentiality provisions of the statistics act 
under which this survey was conducted some industry detail was necessarily withheld. Thus, industry sub-groups may 
not total to the major industry group; nor will the major industry group totals equal the total trade for all industries. 
Although the industry totals and the derived inter-regional trade balance inthis table do not represent actual trade vol- 
umes, reliable inferences and conclusions can be drawn from the available data.
